His force comprised two brigades of 
cavalry and three brigades of Infan- 
try, with two six gun batteries of light 
artillery. 


Forrest had with him Lyon's, Ruck 


er's and Johnson's brigades, all mount- 
ed men. nnd two four gun batteries 
about 3.200 troops In all. The ground 
where Sturgis formed his men was ele- 
vated and thickly clad with stunted 
trees and tangled undergrowth, which 
furnished cover for the troops. A. cau- 
tious soldier In Forrest's place would 
have taken a good position across the 
valley and compelled his foe to assume 
the initiative, but the impetuous fighter 
was fearful of delays and gave the or- 
der for a general attack. Sturgis' men 
received the assailants with a terrible 
fire, and the southern line was repuls- 
ed, with confusion in some places. Op- 
portunely Forrest's batteries cnme to 
the front at a gallop aud opened brisk- 
ly on tbe Federals confronting Ruck- 
er's brigade. 
Under cover of the 


cannonade Rucker pushed his line for- 
ward, but tlie carnnpe 
Inflicted 
by 


Sturgis' tlrm line again caused the 
southerners to waver. 


Sturgis was not on the field during 


Forrest's first attack, and his brigade 
commanders failed to take advantage 
of the confusion In Forrest's column. 
No effort was made to follow up when- 
ever one of the southern battalions re- 
colled from the deadly fire. Neither 
did the Federals attempt to turn the 
flanks of the enemy's shorter line. Stur- 
(rls was five miles In the rear, bringing 
up a brigade which had been delayed 
by a quagmire in the road produced by 
recent heavy rains. His officers at the 
front advised him to form the Infantry 
for battle at some point In the rear of 
the fighting line and withdraw the cav- 
alry to that position. This he declined 
to do and massed his whole command 
in front of Forrest, with his artillery 
stationed along the road. 


It , was past noon when Sturgis 


brought up the last troops and For- 
rest saw that his foe was being re- 
enforced. 
Ordering his artillery cap- 


tafns to double shot the pieces with 
canister, Forrest led them to within 
sixty yards of the Federal line just 
as Sturgis was taking the offensive 
and his troops emerging into open 
ground near Brice's house. After two 
or three discharges, from each of the 
eight guns In position the brigades 
of Lyon and Johnson charged upon the 
Federal left flank. The Federals were 
pressed 
slowly 
back 
upon Brice's 


house by this flank attack. Meanwhile 
Rucker's brigade, re-enforced' during I 
the fight by two regiments under Colo- 
nel Bell, moved forward across the 
fields and over fences, using their re- 
volvers freely, toward the house. At 
this point the slaughter was fearful. 
Fully 800 Federals, according to Con- 
federate 
accounts, lay

Thames Street, 


THE JUVENILE GRANGE. 


Orgnnlied In 1SSS, lt» Grorrlh linn 


Been Slow. 


The idea of training the boys and 


girls of the farm home for future use- 
fulness by the organization of Juvenile 
granges originated In Texas In the 
year 1888, when the first young/ peo- 
ple's grange was organized. A resolu- 
tion directing the executive committee 
to prepare a suitable ritual was passed 
at tile session of the national grange 
in Sacramento, Cal., In 18S8. Jonathan 
J. Woodman, P. M., of the national 
grange drew up the present ritual, 
which was adopted at Atlanta, Ga., In 
1880. 
Since that the work had prac- 


tically died out to be revived again 
during the last few years In New Eng- 
land and Michigan. 


At the recent meeting of the national 


grange in Rochester it was voted to 
procure the requisite regalia and work- 
ing tools for conferring the Juvenlle.de- 
gree. 


Any child whose parents are mem- 


bers of the Order is eligible to mem- 
bership In the juvenile grange. 
He 


must be eight years of age and under 
fourteen, for at the latter age he may 
become a member of the subordinate 
grange. 


In strictly rural communities, where 


there is less to occupy the young In 
n social way than In villages, the ju- 
venile grange seems to flourish best. It 
gives young people a most valuable 
mental and social training at an age 
when impressions are most easily made 
and prepares them for membership In 
the subordinate grange when they ar- 
rive at the proper age. It cultivates 
the polite graces. It gives self confi- 
dence. It inculcates truth and moral- 
ity. The granges should not lose this 
grand opportunity for molding the 
lives of farmers' boys and girls and in- 
stilling early the excellent principles 
of our beneficent Order.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 28.— Last 


bulletin gave forecasts of disturbance 
to cross continent June 2 to 6, warm 
wave, 1 to 5, cool wave 4 to 8. Next dis- 
turbance will reach Pacific coast about 
Juue 8, cross wesfof Rockies by close 
of 9, great central valleys 10 to 12, east- 
ern states 18. Warm wave will cross 
west of Rockies about 8, great centra 
valleys 10, eastern states 12. Cool wave 
will cross west of Rockies about June 11, 
great central valleys 13, eastern states 15 


This disturbance will be Initiated by 


a great high temperature wave preced- 
ed aud followed by very low tempera- 
tures. Intensity of weather events will 
uot be so great as lu preceding storm 
which will beat Its greatest force near 
June 6 on meridian 90 — earlier west, 
later east. 


Dangerous storms may be expected 


not far from June 19. Old readers will 
understand me but new readers are slow 
to comprehend these short statements. 
By reference to my weather bulletins 
the old aud careful reader will under- 
stand tbat I expect that disturbance to 
be one day east of meridian 90 on June 
19. Tbat would place it iu tbe Ohio 
valley and on the lower lakes. But it 
may he 4 little behind tbat or a little 
east of these points. Tbe weather maps 
will locate the storm center ou tbat or 
any other day, for their hind-casts are 
good. But wherever that storm center 
is on Juue Iflth moderately dangerous 
storms will occur 100 to 300 miles south 
east of its center as it moves eastward. 


A long spell of cold weather will fol- 


low May 29 fluctuating but low tem- 
peratures continuing till after Juue 7ou 
meridian 90, a little earlier west later 
east of tbat line. 
Then will follow a 


week of hot weather. From June 18 to 
23 will be another hot period, followed 
by falling temperatures to close tbe 
month. 


I have ouly recently learned of tbe 


excellent weather records kept by tbe 
U. H. naval observatory at Wasbiugtou, 
D. C. I knew they were keeping a 
record but not tbat it was continuous 
back to 1838. I believe it to be the best 
record iu the United States. I am at 
work ou tbat record and when It is 
prepared I propose to use it iu making 
forecasts for tbe District of Columbia 
aud Washington iu competition with 
tbe U. S. weather bureau. By its use 
I believe I will be able to make better 
forecasts for Washington 30 days In 
advance than the weather bureau can 
make 3 days In advance. The U. S. 
weather bureau Is exceedingly unpop- 
ular in Washington, both v-'lth the 
newspapers and with 
the 
people.

suggestion beeu made lu the Demo- 
cratic parly as that recently voiced by 
au organ if the conservative faction 
when It said: "If Bryau and Heaist 
coutrol more than one-third of tbe St. 
Louis convention the conservatives will 
simply abrogate the two-thirds rule aud 
complete their work by the majority 
vote." Such a step would mean a de- 
parture from the traditions of the party 
extending over seventy-two yean aud 
the reversal of a policy which began 
with tbe llrsl national Democratic cou- 
veutiou, In 1832. It would undoubt- 
edly cause a formidable bolt from tbe 
convention aud would cause to disap- 
pear a boue of couteutiou lu the De- 
mocracy which has rent many a na- 
tional convention. If the conservatives 
cauuotget two-thirds of tbe delegates 
to th» convention they must either ab- 
rogate tbe two-thirds rule or com pro- 
mise with Bryan ou the platform aud 
with Hearst ou the candidate. If a 
rule or ruin sentiment in lo actuate the. 
two factious, and tbat seeuis to be tbe' 
animating influence uow, tueu there 
cau be uo compromise aud tbe struggle 
Is to be a contest In which Ihe stronger 
will prevail. If the two-thirds rule is 
to be abrogated to be consistent the 
party must alt» repeal tbe uuit rule, 
because tbe two-thirds rule aud tbe 
uult rule have ever gone side by side iu 
Democratic conventions. Briefly stated, 
tbe two-thirds* rule Is a resolution each 
Democratic national couveution pasaea 


tbe candidate musi flnt have obtained 
two-thirds of all the votes In tbe con- 
vention. Tbe unit rule is a provision 
by which mate delegations vote as a 
uuit if Male convention has directed 
that tbe vote be so cast, and It frequent- 
ly happens that while a Bute delega- 
tion may be uearly divided, a mere ma- 
jority of one binds tbe delegation to 
throw tbe entire vote as a uuit. Be- 
cause a few large States might, by tbe 
UN of the unit rule, control a conven- 
tion against tbe popular will it baa been 
agreed that the two-thirds rule shall 
also prevail, so that there snail be no 
doubt that the candidate represents a 
popular demand in tbe party. Thus, 
while tbe abrogation of tbe two-thirds 
rule at St. Louis might make it easier 
for the conservative* to coutrol, there 
would also be an instant demand for 
be nullification of the uult rule, aud If 
tbat were swept away every State dele- 
gation would be split and tbe seventy- 
light votes from New York Btate, for 
ustance, would no longer be cut wl- 
dly for Parker. 


STRIFE OVER THE RULE. 


The two-thirds rule baa done deadly 


work In many Democratic conventions. 
It came Into being lu the Democratic 
party lu the national convention In 1832, 
which was held In Baltimore May 21. 
Andrew Jackson had already been 
chosen as tbe candidate of the party for 
President In popular meetings and State 
conventions all over the country, aud 
the convention only met for the purpose 
of naming a candidate for Vice Presi- 
dent. Why the two-thirds rule was 
adopted In that convention has never 
beeu very clear, because there was nta 
caudidate who might get B majority of 
the couveution, but would lack two- 
thirds, whom the masters of the party 
desired to kill off. But the two-thirds 
dictum went into tbe rules governing 
the couveution. There was uo contest 
over the presidential nomination lu the 
Democratic convention of 1836, but the 
unit rule was adopted. Vau ilureu wan 
nominated by a unanimous vote. Kicli- 
ard M. Johnson of Kentucky v;aa nomi- 
nated for vice president, receiving 178 
votes to 8.7 for William C. Kives of Vir- 
ginia. Thus it will be seen that John- 
sou, under the two-thirds rule, had ouly 
four votes to spare. In the couveution

of 1840 the question of the two-thirds 
rule was uot raised. Vau Bureu wae 
nominated by acclamation. There had 
beeu uo opposition to hiui whatever. 
In tbe convention of 1848 Lewis Cans 
of Michigan was tbe leading caudidate. 
Tbe two-thirds rule was adopted aud 
although Case had a large plurality ou 
the first ballot he did uot receive the 
requisite two-tbirrts uutil the fourth 
ballot. 
The great struggle between 


Cass aud Buchauau followed iu tbe 
convention of 1852, which was held iu 
Baltimore, aud before two-thirds of tbe 
delegation had agreed ou auy caudidate 
forty-nine ballots were cast, resulting in 
the nomination of Fraukliu Pierce. 
Those were days full of strife for tbe 
Democracy. The great struggle over 
slavery, which was to rend Ihe party, 
was uow at its height, aud the couveu- 
tion of 1856, which met iu Cincinnati, 
waa marked by a stubborn couleat.with 
Buchanan, Pierce and Cass the leading 
caudldates. The two-thirds rule was 
adopted by the convention without a 
contest, but it was not until tbe seven- 
teenth ballot that Buchanan obtained 
the nomination. The Democratic con- 
vention of I860 witnessed the slaughter 
of Douglas under the two-thirds rule. 


SINCE THE WAR. 


There was practically uo opposition 


to Gen. McClellan aa the candidate for 
president In the Democratic conven- 
tion of 1864. The two-thirds rule pre- 
vailed, however, iu tbat convention as 
iu the convention of 1868, when the 
nomination was made by a stampede 
to Gbv. Seymour of New York, which 
continued until he bad every vote In 
the convention. In the conventions of 
1872, 1876, 1880, 1884, 1888, 1892. 1896 
and 1900 the two-thirds rule did uo; 
work any hardship ou any caudidate. 
The two-thirds rule can be departed 
from by auy convention.

The Toklo correspondent of The 


'Dally Chronicle, under date of May 26, 
Mods the following: "The Japanese 
.have already constructed 30 mil™ of 
light railway for the transportation of 
liege guns towards Port 
Arthur. 


Around Kin Chou the Japanese have 
been fighting stubbornly for the past 
eight days, but are making little 
progress against the Itussiaus, who oc- 
cupy strong positions on the heights.' 


The London newspapers accept the 


•news regarding the capture of Kin Chou 
as true, but as it seems to have 
originated at Shanghai It would be 
advisable to regard it with reserve, 
pending officl.il confirmation. 


The battle of Tatuiig pass, which The 


Daily Chronicle reports, Is also sent 
by The Daily Telegraph's New Chwang 
correspondent, but on a smaller scale. 
This battle is probably nothing more 
than an exaggerated version of the 
fight reported by General Kuroki to 
have occurred at 1'a Tao Tsi. 


If the report of the capture of Kin 


Chou by the Japanese turns out to be 
true, it will mark au Important step In 
the movement toward I'ort Arthur. 
Kin Chou commands the narrow isth- 
mus north of Port Arthur, and its loss 
would be an important breach in the 
outer line of the liusslan defenses.

Washington, May 26.—Within 22 mln 


utes of tbe retirement of the jury iu tbe 
case of James N. Tyner and Harrison 
J. Barrett, tried on charges of con- 
spiracy la connection with their duties 
as law officers for the postofflce depart- 
ment, a verdict of not guilty was re- 
turned. General Tyner, expecting a 
much longer wait, had beeu wheeled 
from the room and his nephew and co- 
defendant hastened to give an order 
which caused him to return. 


General Tyjer appeared greatly ex- 


cited as be attempted to face the Jury 
and when the verdict was returned he 
broke down completely. Several of 
the jurors wept with him aud all of 
them shook bauds with him. 


The Tyner-Uarret case was begun 


May 2 and has been before the court 
19 full days. A great mass of testimony 
was offered. The prosecution brought 
forward nn army of witnesses, a ma- 
jority of whom were former officers of 
bond investment companies, through 
which Harrison J. Barrett, the Junior 
defendant, was alleged to have profited 
after he left the postotflce depart- 
ment by practicing before bis uncle, 
who remained in the department. 


The principal arguments made at 


the close were by A. S. Worthington, 
for the defense, and HolmeE Conrad, 
special counsel for the government for 
the prosecution. 
The latter directed 


his efforts almost entirely to au at- 
tempt to counteract any Influence on the 
verdict which might result from sympa- 
thy for Tyner. He told the Jury that 
they had no right to entertain sympa- 
thy for Tyuer or the young wife of Bar- 
rett, who was a witness In tbe de- 
fendant's behalf. 


Judge Pritchard's charge to the Jury 


was long. Among other things hs told 
the jury that it had had an opportunity 
to observe tbe conduct of all the wit- 
nesses and could take Into considera- 
tion any interest they may have bad 
in giving their testimony. 
He called 


like attention to toe testimony of tbe 
defendants and tbe weight that should 
b* attached to their statements. The 
court said in conclusion that tbe jury 
might Sod the defendants guilty as to 
each count charged in tbe indictment, 
or acquit them as to one count and 
find them guilty as to the other, or re- 
turn a verdict of not guilty on both 
counts.

In nearly every presidential year 


there ban been au increase in the uuin- 
i>er of busiueaa failure* aud iu 1872, 
1884. 1896, aud 1900 there was also au 
iucreaw iu tbe aggregate of liabilities 
of bankrupt concerns. Money uusually 
goes out of tbe country iu Presidential 
yean. There wa* au excena of gold ex- 
ports over gold import* in 1860, 1864, 
1868, 
1872, 1876, 1884, 1892, 1896, aud 


1900; iu other words, iu every year of a 
residential election, but two, since tbe 
jegiuinug of tbe civil war. Since 1898 
:here has been ouly one year iu which 
more gold left tbe country than came 
uto it, aud that was tbe year of tbe 
ast Presidential election. 
In three 


election yean- aiuce 1870 there waa a 
ailing off iu the circulation of money. 
Three other elections were followed by 
a decrease in circulation the next year. 
fbe otber election* do not appear to 
lave had auy special effect In this par- 
Icular. 
In 1876, 1884, and 1896' there wa* a 


noticeable decline In loans aud die- 
counts of the national banks. Bank

868,1876, 1884, 1888 and 1900. They 
ncreased in 1872 and 1880, and there 
was a very Blight gain iu 1892. Bank 
clearings lu the United Stales declined 
n 1888 and 1900, aud the gains iu 1892 
aud 1896 were so small aa not to indicate 
a normal growth. Customs receipt*! de- 
creased in four Presidential elections 
since 1868. Merchandise exports per 
capita declined iu four such , years. 
There was a notable increase iu 1892, a 
year which President Harrison de- 
scribed as having reached the high-wa- 
termark of American prosperlty,tbough 
its records bave since beeu exceeded, 
lu 1896 the per capita exports were 
$12.29 against $11.51 iu 1895, but ex- 
panded to $14.42 the year after the elec- 
tion. Pig iron production declined iu 
187B, 1884 aud 
189B, aud practically 


Blood stil; iu 1888 and 1900. All this 
iudicates a decided disturbance of busi- 
ness iu Presidential years. 


THE MONOPOLY QUESTION. 


There is a feeling that the questions 


of publicity, of government supervision 
of industrial corporations, of govern- 
ment regulation of railroad rates, aud 
aud of the enforcement of the Sherman 
anti-trust law iu restraint of internal 
commerce couceru so closely the pros- 
perity of the country, that eveu any 
serious talk about these subjects makes 
business somewhat unstable. 
Then, 


allied with this question of the regula- 
tion of combinations of capital, in tlie 
difficult problem of organized labor. 
Moreover, Populism may not yet have 
run its course. There are political agi- 
tators who ure preaching the gospel of 
the hatred of wealth and stirring up 
social unrest. All this 'contributes to 
the uusettleuieut of business. 


It doea not follow from all this that, 


because agitation of the trust problem 
disturbs business, the people are ready 
to drop tbe issue. There is something 
better thau dividends and values.

For that the people when 
aroused are willing to pay a great 
price.-The World's Work.

DEVELOPMENT OF TIIK TELkUllAWf. 
In this country, the growth of the 


telegraph during thirty years cannot be 
accurately stated. Tbe Western Union 
Telegraph Company iu 1874 bad 175,- 
735 miles of laud wires, iu addition to 
which were a few thousand miles of 
wire* owned by railroads and small 
competing compauies. Iu 1904 there 
are over 1,400,000 miles of aerial wires, 
uot including railroads, devoted to com- 
mercial use in the United blaUs, 


THE TELEPHONE. 


In 1877 the telephone began its devel- 


opment, wbich bus beeu phenomenal, 
aud it has practically supplanted tbe 
telegraph in all urbau communication, 
beside* creating a tremendous business 
of iu own, both urbau aud iulerurbau, 
peculiar to its extreme simplicity aud 
absence of skill lu operation. 


Notwithstanding the Introduction of 


.he telephone iuto the fleld of telegrapby 
u 1877 iu this country, the mileage of 
.elegraph wires has grown 1,200,000 
inilufl, with au increase in ordinary tele- 
grams of about 50 millions. Great im- 
provements has beeu effected lu the 
character aud stability of polee, fixtures 
aud wires, uutil now the culling off of 
be principal commercial cities from 
each otber by storms is rarely experi- 
enced, whereas thirty yean ago, it waa 
a frequent occurrence for the telegraph 
company to forward large packagea of 
delayed telegiama by train to points be- 
roud the break* caused by wind* aud 
sleets. 


QUADRUPLE* SYSTEM. 


The development of Edison's quad- 
uplex system, wbicb is largely u*ed, 
Baudot's and Delany's multiplex syn- 
chronous system for laud wires, are not- 
able matters of record. These systems 
afford tbe present maxlum truffle pos- 
sibilities over single wire, unless we ex- 
cept tbe older automatic system of 
Wbeatstone, which has only a limited 
use both here aud abroad. Gradual

THE EDISON PHONOGRAPH.

our years the lamps would outnumber 
ne stars over tbe entire civilized globe.

boon after he was admitted to the bar 


he accepted the appointment of Kegij- 
tcr of Public Lauds at Edwardsville, 
111., aud served iu that rapacity until 
the otlice was closed. No man ever 
had a higher appreciation of the sacred 
nature ol the duties of public office thau 
Mr. tjparks. Au iucideut will illustrate. 


He was always painstaking in mak- 


ing his reports and remittance UH Kegis- 
ter of the Laud Office. 
When the 


h'ual report was seut iu some clerk in 
the department objected that the remit- 
tance was insufficient by a sum less 
thau $3, aud Insisted that this amount 
should be forwarded iu order to have 
the retiring officers correct ou the booka 
at Washington. 


Mr. Sparks carefully went over the 


whole term of hia office aud found his 
reports correct to a cent. He notified 
the department that be had re-exam- 
ined bis accounts aud they were correct 
iu every particular. 
The reply was 


that tbe reports were not to be re- exam- 
ined, that he was in default of this 
•mall sum, aud It must be met by a 
prompt remittance. 


His reply waa that be would not re- 


mit, but he would bave tbe record at 
Washington corrected, and be made a 
trip by stage from Illinois to Washing- 
ton City, aud through the influence of 
hlB friend, Judge Breeee, theu United 
States Senator from Illinois, obtained a 
hearing before the Laud Commlseioner, 
who bad hie whole account re-exam- 
ined, and found to be exactly correct. 
Ouly the interceding of Mr. Sparks 
saved the clerk from instant dismissal. 


He continued to practice law until 


1876, 
when be waa elected to Congress 


and waa re-elected aud served for six- 
teen years. When Mr. Cleveland was 
elected President he appointed Mr. 
Sparks Commissioner of tbe General 
Land Office.
